INTERNATIONAL TROUBLE. 


Seizure of a Slilp I.oftdnd ivHh Guann

,, Nov. 28.—Aquestion involv- 


ing the possussious of a little island in tho Car- 
riLooii sea was raised in this city Thursday 
by tho soizuro of ft vessel's cargo. In order 
to fully understand tho case it is necessary to 
ex'pliun llio law: In 1853, congress passed a 
law extending protection to certain j*uana 
islands belonging to citizens of tho United 
States, and among other provisions, required 
that nftor a limited period tho guano should 
bo hold on'y to citizens of tho United States, 
ami that commerce with these islands should 
be governed by laws regulating the: coasting 
trado of tiio United States.' Ono of'the laws 
governing tho coasting trado is that any 
cargo carried in a foreign vessel, in that trade 
i.s subject to forfeiture and a foreign vessel 
transporting it in subject to ft penal tax uf 
00 celiU per ton. 


On Saturday last tho British brig Natalie. 


Capt. Michael \real, arrived in Hampton 
roads with a cargo of guano from tho island 
of I'edro Cayos, lying off Jamaica iu tho 
Cnrribean sea. 
This island is claimed by

of tho k'tinuo islands ot? tho United States, 
;tiul Collector Bowdon seized tho cargo and 
rejiurtod tlio case to the district attorney, 
who cawed it to be libelled by tho United 
States marshal, and imposed the penal ton- 
nage tiix of DO cents per ton.

The bueinoss men of the west are j'us 


now greatly annoyed, and often suffe 
loss on account of tbe enormous amoun 
of counterfeit silver coin now in oiroula 
tion. The counterfeit silver dollar is re 
oeiving particular attention of tho press 
An exchange says: "The number of conn 
terfeit silver dollars are said to increae 
to an alarming extent, and to such a de 
Stree that it IB not amiss for a person t 
examine every one of the 'dollars of our 
dads' he receives. The clumsily execut- 
ed lead dollar that was floating aroun 
some months ago has now almost entire 
ly disappeared, but a new, and muc' 
more dangerous counterfeit basjbeendis 
covered, which has not only taken itf 
place, but has also an increased cirouln 
tion. 


1 The new counterfeit is a ekillf oily er 
ecuted dollar and so perfect in its tin; 
and imitation of the genuine, that it is al 
moat impossible for any one exceptinK 
»n eipor' to detect it. II runs from tho 
year 1378 to 1884 and is made of white 
metal compactly compressed in a die and 
carefully plated with silver. The only 
way in which this coin is detected is by 
th« f*ot that it is a little lighter than th
